the heroes of the Titanic disaster several years later. 


Mr. Doman has written an article on air cooling in the light 
of today’s engineering knowledge and practices. He seems to see 
somewhat less reason for air cooling now than in the past but 
this also seems to be based somewhat on expected developments 
in coolants rather than on their existing efficiency for troubles 
still abound in the intricate systems needed to keep these cool- 
ants within their proper bounds. Obviously water cooling works, 
it is also quite possible to kill a June bug with a road roller but 
to one who is not an engineer but a mere layman neither way 
of accomplishing a desired result seems exactly right. 

Mr. Doman admits that Franklin engineering know how looks 
weak in comparison with the knowledge of 1962. It is to be 
hoped that that statement cannot be challenged for otherwise 
it would have to appear that automotive engineering has been 
dragging its feet for three decades. 

We think the opening phase of this article is especially 
thought provoking. Just why do we remain so loyal to Franklin? 
In our own case we do think that air cooling itself is the heaviest 
factor for to us good design can best be measured by what can 
be eliminated without limiting function rather than the “auto- 
matic” school or the Rube Goldberg approach. It is this same 
admiration for simple design that must make us lean to the an- 


amily. 

Mr. Doman touches on the future possibility that there might 
again be an electric car. With the valor of ignorance we will go 
farther than Mr. Doman’s vision of the “possibility”, we feel that 
sooner or later an electric vehicle is a definite must if we are to 
cont’"e driving our automobiles through the large cities.

Farther along in this issue is another very readable article by 
Mr. Hubbard on certain types of Franklin design during the 
classic period. The story tells something of the magnificient 
restoration of a 1930 Pursuit by member Anthony Giaimo. By 
this time we all know that the Giaimo car came off with top 
honors in the Primary Division of the Grand Classic, being the 
overall top winner of the three geographically scattered meets. 
It was the car’s first showing at any meet, so far as we have 
learned. 

Within our club the individual interests vary considerably, 
some of us are much intrigued by the truly gorgeous cars of the 
late period, others of us find more interest in the very early 
era; some of us get considerable pleasure in exhibition in com- 
petition, others of us care little or not at all for awards but 
thouroughly enjoy driving our cars, be they Classic or Antique. 
To those Franklin men whose interests combine classic cars and 
prize competition the results of the 1961 Grand Classic are in- 
deed satisfying. One hundred and ninty six cars were entered 
and judged in the three concurrent meets of the CCCA. A total 
of three Franklins were entered, two in the Western affair, one 
in the East and none in the Midwest show. These three air cool- 
ers took a first place overall, a second place and a fifth place. 
On the point system of judging used by the Classic Car Club 
their ratings were 100, 98 and 94.75, a showing that should please 
any Franklin man, whatever his personal: leanings.

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CONVERTIBLES..................... 


Franklin and most other makers built them in varying types. It was 
a transition between outdoor motoring and the later tendency to drive 
indoors. One year Franklin built five different types of open and 
semi-open bodies. Hubbard discusses the convertible idea and cer- 


tain other matters. 


1961 saw the return to the 
American scene of a four door con- 
vertible sedan, a type once popular, 
but which has been all but absent 
for twenty years. One exception 
was a very rare model put out by 
Kaiser-Frazier sometime around 
1950. In Europe, Mercedes - Benz 
still offers one, a magnificient car 
on the 300 chassis, but with a price 
tag probably well over $10,000. For 
all practical purposes, the 1961 
Continental represents the first 
body of this type since 1941. Time 
was when the open touring cars 
were the most common type and 
the least expensive. By the early 
1930’s however, closed sedans were 
dominant, even with the Fords and 
what open four door cars remained 
were generally more stylish, more 
expensive, and fell into two main 
divisions—the touring car which 
by then had evolved into the grace- 
ful phaeton and the more practical 
convertible sedan. The important 
distinction was that the convertible 
models had roll up windows in the 
doors. A few would be hard to 
classify. Around 1932 Lincoln had 
a phaeton with what appeared to 
be unusually large wind wings 


which went back about two-thirds 
of the way on each door, but which 
rolled down into the doors when 
not in use. When up, some side 
curtains still were necessary to en- 
close the car. The Franklin Pirate 
models barely miss being true con- 
vertible sedans, but still needed 
side curtains for complete enclo- 
sure. On the five passenger model 
the side curtain was about the size 
of a ladies handkerchief, fitting 
between the windows of the front 
and rear doors. In fact, on the 
original proto-type built by Diet- 
rich, the top itself came down be- 
tween these windows to the wind- 
ow sill level, making this particular 
car a true convertible sedan in 
every sense of the word. A curious 
point about these cars is found in 
a comparison of the Pirate that 
Vice President Harry Moore brings 
to every Trek with a 1930 model 
we have inspected on the West 
Coast which now belongs to Tony 
Aabel of Redondo Beach. Both cars 
have roll up windows in the front 
doors, but, for the rear, Harry’s 
windows actually are large wind- 
wings hinged to the tonneau wind- 
shield. On the Aabel car they are 
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roll up windows, exactly the same size and shape as Harry’s 
windwings, and obviously both cars are still the way 
they were originally built by the Walker Body Company. 
On Harry’s car, there are clamps along the top edge 
of the tonneau windshield for securing the wind wings 
in a retracted position. The curious thing is that the 
Aabel car still has these clamps, and their purpose was a 
great mystery until we first saw Harry’s car at the ’54 Trek. 
Now, when people inquire as to their purpose, they are told 
that they are “redundancies”, to which the usual reaction 
is, “Oh, I see”. Most manufacturers offered one or both 
types in the 1930s, but toward the end of the decade, the 
phaeton gave way entirely to the convertible sedan, which 
in turn rapidly lost ground to the less expensive convertible 
club coupe. Among the last and surely the most beautiful 
convertible sedans were the Lincoln Zephyrs of 1938 and 
1939, actually a much rarer model than the famous Conti- 
nental, and, in our opinion, a more desirable collector’s 
item today. The Ford also offered its last one in 1939. Pro- 
duction of this same model in 1938 came to under 2500 
units, which is nothing for Ford. Mercury still had one in 
1940, while Buick, Cadillac and Packard continued as late 
as 1941. By 1942 only Hudson listed one, and we can’t recall 
ever seeing one of these. 

But for the year 1930, Franklin offered no less than five 
open four door models, three production types and two cus- 
toms. The true phaeton was represented by the “Pursuit”, 
illustrated here by the Giaimo car. Two Pirate models were 
offered, the five passenger ‘Pirate Touring”, and the seven 
passenger “Pirate Phaeton”. True convertible sedans were 
offered in two styles, the four passenger Dietrich Speedster, 
and the five passenger sedan by Locke. The Speedster was 
custom built in series by Dietrich, which was a division of 
the Murray Body Company in Detroit. The majority of 
Speedsters, which were built from 1929 through 1932, 
actually did not convert, but if the customer wanted one 
that would, it cost only $150.00 more. The Locke undoubt- 
edly was built in much more limited numbers and no doubt, 
at a much higher price, probably around $6000. At least 
three of the convertible Speedsters are around today, but 
apparently no examples of the Locke have survived. 


The sportiest model was the Pursuit, offered also in 1931. 
At least three of these exist today; Bill Harrah has a ’30 
like Giaimo’s and Ronald Andrew of Rhode Island owns 
1931. We could wish that the Giaimo car were not locate 
in Los Angeles, so far from Syracuse, because as things 
stand, Ronnie’s car is the only one that ever shows up at 
the Treks, and, frankly, in its dowdy condition, the beauty 
of the Pursuit lines just have not been made apparent to 
regular Trekkers (and Ronnie not only gave permission to 
say that, but agrees with it too.) We first saw the car at the 
54 Trek. It was the first Pursuit we’d ever seen and we con- 
cluded sadly that it just wasn’t a particularly handsome car. 
Mounted as they were on the shorter 125” wheelbase 
(instead of the 132” w.b.), it just didn’t seem to be much of 
anything, not long enough to be impressive, it just looked 


dinky. But last July we wondered how we could have been . 


so blind after seeing the Anthony Giaimo Pursuit win the 
National Grand Sweepstakes for the Classic Car Club of 
America (at the division of their annual Grand Classic held 
near Los Angeles.) Someone in the crowd around it (and 
there was one around it all day—it was the very devil to 
get a picture of it)—-was heard to say it looked like a “dim- 
inutive Hispano Suiza’, a description we thought quite apt 
because the car did seem small among all the big Packards 
and Lincolns there, but it seemed to fairly shout of quality 
down to the’ smallest detail. Giaimo’s car, of course, has 
just undergone an incredible restoration job by a man who 
has been working on Franklins most of his life. Tony wa 
the Service Manager for Ralph Hamlin’s Hollywood agency 
and when the factory closed, he opened his own garage, 
specializing in Franklin work for many years. Absolutely 
nothing was spared or over looked in the restoration, and 
the result was a perfect 100 points on its first showing, the 
only time this has ever happened in CCCA competition 
anywhere. Actually Tony went a good deal beyond what 
the CCCA requires; in fact, a large part of his work added 
nothing to the score. But Giaimo also belongs to another 
club, a Southern California outfit which goes by the name 
of “LeCercle Concours d’Elegance”, in which cars of every 
conceivable type, hot rods, antiques, sport cars, what have 
you, compete on a basis of sheer brilliance of restoration.

Automobile companies have always built such cars for the 
big shows, sometimes cutting them in half in which cases 
every exposed edge is carefully polished, painted, or chrom- 
ed, for easy definition. Tony patterned his work after his 
recollection of a special Pursuit Franklin displayed at a 
Los Angeles show. While ordinarily we do not subscribe to 
“improving” a car, we would say that what Giaimo has done 
is a far cry indeed from the usual practice of just packing 
a bunch of miscellaneous parts to the local chrome shop, 
which requires no more effort than it takes to write a 
check. Giaimo’s engine and chassis represent an enormous 
amount of the most painstaking labor. Every bare casting 
has been polished until it glistens, even in the most diffi- 
cult corners; all the painted chassis parts sparkle with a 
flawless baked enamel finish matching the green lacquer of 
the body. The engine compartment is like the display win- 


dow of an expensive jewelry store. But with the hood down, 
there is nothing to distinguish the car from any production 
Pursuit, except that it’s doubtful that the factory ever turn- 
ed out so perfect a car except possibly their own special 
Pursuit. 

Some protest any restoration that isn’t exactly like a 
normal production car. We are of the opinion that no res- 
toration can ever achieve this. No matter how conscien- 
tiously the work is done, if it were possible to compare the 
finished car to an original factory job in new condition, 
many obvious differences would be evident. That is why 
we love best that occasional rare car that has survived with 
its original paint and upholstery still in fine condition, with 
only a beautiful patina of age to show for its years. Nothing 
can be more desirable than this, but they almost never 
come that way.

We hear it said from time to time, by our opinionated 
editor,’ that the front ends on the 1930 and later Frank- 
lins were not as handsome as the fake radiator design of 
deCausse. We won’t argue the issue, but would like to 
point out that the earlier jobs were built up from solid 
brass stock, whereas the louvred grilles were stamped from 
steel; hence the chrome finish on them was much more 
likely to be ruined by corrosion through the years. Also, 
the louvres become misaligned, and nothing takes the sharp 
look away faster. But if the louvres are aligned perfectly 
and done in a very soft satin chrome finish to contrast with 
the polished chrome of the shell itself, you have a very 
handsome grill, regardless of what AH may have to say on 
the subject.

Every old car owner knows the inevitable question, “How 
much is it worth?” Why is it that most people just won’t 
decide if they’re going to like something until they know 
its precise monetary value? Tired of this question, we often 
reply that our old Franklin is too old to be of any useful- 
ness and that it really isn’t worth more than about $25.00, 
based on current scrap metal prices. We don’t even bother 
to explain that it might be worth a bit more because of all 
the aluminum in it. This usually sets them back, since they 
expect to be told some obvious, outrageous lie. But if press- 
ed for a true figure, an old car owner should under no 
circumstances ever name an amount less than the price of 
a new Cadillac, since otherwise their interest will wither 
immediately. 

While those of us in the hobby dislike having this be the 
very first question asked, among ourselves we have a good 
reason to be concerned with prices. Decisions have to be 
made as to the kind of restoration job wanted and how 
much is to be spent doing it. Tony’s decision was that he 
would spare no expense and would set no limit to his time a 
in trying to achieve a perfect restoration. Obviously such a 
decision was tough on both Tony’s checkbook and his shop

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schedule. So, what’s it worth? The fact is it’s nothing but a 
liability. Now that he has finished, Tony will spend the rest 
of his days dusting it, polishing it and protecting it from 
the public. Slavery! Ronald Andrew says his Pursuit is a 
lot better restored underneath than it would appear to be 
on the surface. He enjoys driving the car, uses it regularly, 
and wants parts like the steering gear to be in satisfactory 
working order. He feels appearance is secondary, though 
his plans call for the exterior to be done eventually, but 
not so perfectly that he will begin shaking if a child walks 
toward it. Others are entirely happy with a car that looks 
like it just rolled out of the factory even though it may be 
just another old dog underneath. If it can make it to the 
shows and back without having to be towed, that’s enough. 
Of course, Tony’s car represents the ultimate, with no com- 
promise anywhere. 

Not at all incidentally, there was another Franklin next 
in line at the CCCA show this year—the beautiful 1931 
Model 153 leather top coupe we acquired from Gaylord 
Hoyt in 1952. Using their standard forms for scoring, the 
judges came up with a very high score, too, 94.75. This isn’t 
as impressive a score as the 98 points of Carl Fregonese at 
the Eastern Division of the Grand Classic. Carl nearly made 
1st place there with his 1929 Model 137 Phaeton, which 
took “Best of Show” at the ’57 Trek. But, if we do say so, 
we think our score was darned good for an amateur mech- 
anic and are pleased that all three Franklins entered in the 
Grand Classic this year did very well. We lost two points 
because the windshield wipers decided not to work and may 
have been docked something for using those beautiful 
Gehrig double whitewall tires with the straight tread ribs 
that accent the vertical louvres of the grille. The judges 
could have taken off for them because to get this tire we 
had to settle for an oversize 7:00x19 since it is not available 
in the 6:50x19. There are several advantages to this, how- 
ever, for one, the tire circumference is increased about 6%, 
which means that at 50 mph, the car’s speed actually is 
increased to 53 mph without raising engine rpm. Further- 
more, these large tires seem to fit the fenders better, and 
there’s every reason to believe that when Ray Dietrich was 
commissioned to design the body and fenders for the 
deluxe 1931 models, he was asked to design fenders that 
would accomodate both tire sizes. The original company 
plans called for the V-12 to use the same body and essen- 
tially the same chassis (it was just lengthened 5” from the 
cowl forward), and this car, being heavier, undoubtedly 
would have used a size larger tire. Incidentally, the tires 
work perfectly, clearing everything on turns; but on the 
1932 Series 16, for some reason, the drag link instead of 
bending on a cork screw course between the spring halves, 
goes straight forward parallel to the spring on the outside, 
so that on a sharp left turn a 7:00 tire will scrape lightly 
against it. Fact is, many of the 6:00-6:50 combination tires 
look decidedly undersized on Series 15 and 16 Franklins. 
One problem was found with the Gehrig tire. Probably as 
the result of crowding it on a narrower rim, the white walls 
appear to wobble when the car is moving, although the 
wheels themselves run true. All things considered, we 
believe now that the best solution for a white wall tire is 
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the kind Giaimo used, the Martin B-19, which is only 
slightly larger than the original size. For black wall tires, 
there is also a choice of Dunlop or Lee, but while both afte 
advertised as 6:50, we don’t know if they are really full size 
tires. If not, we certainly would advise staying with the 
Martin, in either black or white wall. 

Mr. Hoyt, who was once Assistant Sales Manager for the 
Franklin Company and who had owned our car for fifteen 
years, was delighted with the restoration job. But there was 
something that seemed to bother him. Finally we found 
that it was the white wall tires. Seems they just weren’t 
appropriate for Franklins. Perhaps Mr. Franklin himself 
disliked them. Anyway, you'll not discover them in any of 
the original factory photographs that exist today, not even 
on the most expensive custom built show cars, though they 
were popular with other makes. 

Mr. Hoyt had at one time been Sales Manager for the 
Locomobile Company, also manager of Ralph Hamlin’s Pasa- 
dena Franklin agency in the late 1920s, and during the 
depression years he represented a group of investment 
bankers in direct negotiations. with Mr. Franklin for the 
purchase of the company. We visited him after the show 
and came away with a collection of interesting photographs, 
including the one shown here of Mrs. Hoyt seated in a 
brand new Series 12 roadster and another showing Mr. 


Member Gaylord Hoyt in his “48” Locomobile back in 
1925 when he was Sales Manager for Locomobile. This is 


a deCausse design.

Hoyt behind the wheel of the Locomobile he had while with 
that firm. Note the striking similarity of the body on this 
$12,500. car to the Series 11 and 12 Franklins. Both were 
designed by deCausse. Mr. Hoyt recalled with delight that 
his company Locomobile sported Connecticut license plate 
number “1”. In small letters in one corner were the letters 
“SM”, meaning “Special Manufacturer.” But nobody knew 
this, least of all the doorman at one of the fancy New York 
hotels. This fellow insisted that Mr. Hoyt leave his car right 
in the front loading zone, saying “The Governor’s car 
always parks here!” 

Elsewhere with this article are a group of miscellaneous 
pictures gathered during the summer. Several show the 
Franklin activity at the Giaimo garage in Hollywood. Three 
of the cars there, the ’29 Holbrook convertible coupe, the 
29 Dietrich Speedster, and the ’28 Sport Sedan, belong to 
Bill Harrah of Reno, Nevada. Mr. Harrah’s collection now 
includes 36 (!) very choice Franklins, and Tony is in the 
process of restoring all the mechanical components of each 
car. Periodically, a large van arrives from Reno to exchange 
cars, two or three at a time, for ones Tony has finished. A 
complete report on this remarkable collection will appear 
in an early issue. We have not seen his story so far...Ed.

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The group picture showing a 1948 Tucker, a 1932 Airman, 
a 1939 Graham, and a 1935 Reo represents Bill Hamlin’s 
stable in Ontario, California. Can you guess which one of 
the four cars does NOT have a Franklin engine in it? The 
Reo is practically the same car Franklin himself used from 
1932-1934 to make the Olympic models, the hot rod of the 
family. Bill went them one better, installed a side draft 
engine revamped with three carburetors, much higher com- 
pression, and a two speed rear axle, among other things 
and really has a high performance machine. The Tucker 
automobiles had engines which while considerably modified 
from the original air craft engines, still bore an 8” long 
Franklin script insigne cast into the crankcase. Their modi- 
fication work was done without prior knowledge of Air 
Cooled Motors in Syracuse. Later, when Tucker acquired 
ownership of the firm, a program was begun to develop an 
air cooled engine for the Tucker car and, under the direct- 
ion of old Franklin men like Carl Doman and John Burns, 
this work was all but completed when a federal court shut 
down all Tucker operations. After having had several long 
rides in Bill’s car, there is no doubt in our mind that the 
Tucker would have had as big an impact on the American 
market as the Volkswagen had it ever reached the market 
at a competitive price. The Indomitable Tin Goose, a recent 
book by a former Tucker official, attributes the firm’s fail- 
ure to constant harassment by government bureaucrats, 
many of whom appeared to be fundamentally at odds with 
the whole concept of capitalism and free enterprise and 
who seemed determined to wreck this young company. The 
author did not completely rule out that any of the inter- 
ference was the work of General Motors, an explanation 
commonly heard on the street. But to get back to the 
picture, the ’32 Airman boasts an overdrive transmission 
from a Chrysler Airflow, which changes the overall gear 
ratio from 4.72 to 3.36. Bill claims that the car now cruises 
easily at 70 mph with the only sound being the wind on the 
wind wings, says he “didn’t know that engine could be so 
quiet.” 

But if Bill Hamlin thinks his car is quiet, obviously he 
never saw a Franklin steam car. Actually, we never saw one 
either, but we truly did hear about one. While we were 
standing near a series 11 coupe at a classic car show near 
Los Angeles in 1960, a middle aged couple strolled over for 
a closer inspection. “Look, honey,” the man said, “there’s 
one of those Franklin Steamers!”

The Franklin car was outstanding in high gasoline mile- ‘ 
age. It was claimed that this was the result of higher ~ 
efficiency of the air cooled engine operating at higher tem- % ; 


peratures. Later it was shown that this claim was mistaken. 
Franklin cars were economical in the use of fuel mainiy 
because they were light in weight, thus not requiring 
powerful engines. But, the Franklin engine was efficient 
because of John Wilkinson’s fundamentals in basic engine j 
' design. He constantly preached large bore and short stroke, 
plus an intake system giving the best possible mixture dis- 
tribution. Good distribution was the outstanding feature of 
the Franklin “Trombone Manifold” used until 1926 when 
the Swan type of manifold was in¢orporated.

The cycle which we have been using in automobiles for . 
over 65 years is designated as the “Otto Cycle”. In my 
opinion, it will be used at least for ten more years, and 
perhaps even. longer. This cycle was originally proposed by 
Beau icRoUbs, a Frenchman, who ‘in 1862 took out a 
French patent on an engine employing it. Its first practical 
application, fiowever, is due to Dr. © WN. A. Otto,a German 
engineer, who in 1876 patented and in 1876 exhibited at

As we set down fundamentals used designing an 
engine incorporating thé Otto Cycle, we immediately see 
that it can perform to expectations, either ‘as a direct air 
cooled unit Gf as afflindireet cooled unit using a liquid.

They claim it costs too much for refinery changes, even 
one billion dollars for each octane increase. Frankly, 
I doubt this. It appears to me e that the suppliers know that 
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they can sell all the gasoline that they can produce so they 
ask, “Why bother to spend billions?” 

Let’s look at Curve Exhibit 31, which shows what happens 
when we examine the performance of a 1961 V-8 engine of 
398 cubic inches with 10:1 compression ratio. You will sec 
that under most ideal full throttle conditions, only 30 per 
cent of the heat in the fuel comes out as brake work, or 
available for moving the vehicle. This means that out of 
every dollar invested in gasoline only 30 cents worth is 
used usefully; while 70 cents is lost through friction, 
through the exhaust and radiators, and in actual cooling. 

Next we will examine Exhibit 32. This curve was pre- 
pared by Max Roensch of Chevrolet Division. Her2 Mr. 
Roensch is showing the energy (B.T.U.) dissipated per 
minute to the cooling water for engines with 10:1 compres- 
sion ratio, then with 12:1 compression ratio and finally 14:1 
compression ratio. He could have added “dissipated to the 
cooling air’, as the combustion chamber doesn’t know 
whether the metal surrounding it is cooled by air or a 
liquid. But, this curve does show that as the compression 
ratio is increased less energy is dissipated, thus requiring 
smaller radiators or in the case of a direct aircooled engine, 
less area in the cooling fins or less air to be supplied by the 
cooling fan. 

As I said previously, most of the time we receive approx- 
imately 10 cents worth of useful energy out of every dollar 
that we invest in gasoline. So you may ask, “What can we 
do to get greater economy from our vehicles?” We could 
de some things which weuld help, but I doubt that you 
would want te do them. 
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We have large trucks hauling a gross load of 100,000 
pounds with a gasoline consumption of 5 miles per gallon, 
or expressed another way of 250 ton miles per gallon. You 
will admit that this is a good job. But, a 1962 passenger car 
weighing 4,500 pounds and carrying five passengers has a 
tough time getting 15 miles per gallon consistently. This 
then is only 33.75 ton miles per gallon, or about 1/7 as 
good as the truck. 


What is the answer? It is quite simple, the engine in the 
truck is operating most of the time with high brake mean 
efficiency pressure in this cylinder. This means higher 
efficiency. Would you be willing to have a very small 
engine propelling your car, necessitating you to constantly 
shift gears? No, you would not, so about the only thing we 
can do for the present is to demand that our. fuel suppliers 
increase the octane of the gasoline so we can increase the 
compression ratios of our engines to 14:1. Then we could 
obtain for all practical purposes the highest possible effi- 
ciency from Dr. Otto’s cycle, now a hundred years old. 

Max Roensch also had another curve, Exhibit 34, which 
shows Brake Thermal efficiency and Indicated Thermal 
efficiency for Otto Cycle engines. You will note he shows 
the increase in efficiency with changes in compression ratio 
from 8.0:1 to 14:1 compression rate, the increase is only to 
31.25 per cent. This is the pecularity of the cycle, as the 
returns are quite low as the eompression ratie is increased. 
But, we must be satisfied with comparatively small 
increases. 

Exhibit 35 shews an interesting series of curves for 10:1 
te 12:1 and 14:1 compression raties for engine speeds of 
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1000 R.P.M. through 4000. Those on the upper portion refer 
to Indicated Thermal efficiency curves; and the lower to 
Brake Thermal efficiency. The difference between these 
curves is primarily friction. The Indicated curves have 


develops 500 brake horsepower with one camshaft design. 
The shape of the performance curve shown on Exhibit 37 
is quite different where a camshaft is used giving unusually ‘ 
high-low speed torque, then the brake horsepower is | 


friction introduced. Again, this is a good argument to keep 
engine speeds as low as possible where friction is less.

Exhibits 36 and 37 shows the performance curves of a 
398 cubic inch engine with 14:1 compression ratio. Note 
Exhibit 36, the exceptional power at 5500 R.P.M. the engine 


310 at 3500 R.P.M. It is believed that the average customer 
would prefer the engine with the higher torque rather than 
the high horsepower. 

This discussion started out on the subject of cooling, so 
with the fundamental background of engines reviewed, it 
is believed advisable to discuss the feasibility of direct air 
cooling. It has been shown that engines are fundamentally 
inefficient and there isn’t much we can do about it. 

With the introduction in 1961 of aluminum engines by 
Chrysler, Buick, Oldsmobile, Pontiac, the public is aware 
that the construction of the engine is changing. Therefore, 
if direct air cooling was introduced, there would be no re- 
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action against this method of cooling. Furthurmore, Chev- 
rolet has demonstrated with its Corvair in 1960, and in 
1961, that direct air cooling is sound and that it is absolu- 
tely satisfactory. 

In 1962, engineers are much better equipped to design 
outstanding direct air cooled engines. To be perfectly 
honest with Franklin’s engineering know-how from a 1962 
viewpoint, it was weak. However, Glenn Shoemaker, when 
he came to Franklin in 1928 sparked a scientific approach 
to engine design. He was with Franklin approximately one 
year, but his influence was the spark that was needed. It 
brought out the best in such engineers as Jack Flannery, 
Virgil Beede, Bob Merithew, and other young men. And, it 
certainly sparked Carl Doman to new attempts at least. 

The Franklin cylinder design of copper fins cast into the 
iron was basically very poor in dissipating heat. There was 
little cooling on the head portion and excessive cooling in 
the cylinder barrel. In 1930 we found that the cylinder used 
on the Series 145 side draft engine dissipated only 21 per 
cent of the cooling energy in the cylinder barrel and 73 per 
@= through the head fins. With the Franklin copper-iron 

cylinder, every time we attempted to increase the Brake 
Mean effective pressure, we immediately experienced 
trouble. The bridge temperature between the valves under 
the full throttle at 2500 R.P.M. exceeded 950° F. in the 
Series 15 cylinder (3%” bore.) 
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The cylinder used on the Series 14 at 3000 R.P.M. devel- 
oping 100 Brake Horsepower never had bridge tempera- 
tures between the valves exceeding 500° F. So, it is seen 
that the cylinder developed initially by Glenn Shoemaker, 
but concluded by the rest of us, was a great step forward. 
But, again I must remind you that the simple fact that 
engines need cooling is proof that we men who pat our 
selves on our own backs aren’t so good after all. Those days 
did force us to face fundamental problems and showed us 
how to calculate engine behavior so we knew ahead of time 
very accurately just how and what an engine would do, 
before the engine was even operating. 

As I review the situation in 1962, it appears that there 
might be less excuse for direct air cooled engines than back 
in the days when the only coolants were water, or water 
plus alcohol. Today we have new coolants which can be left 
in the system for at least two years. In the near future 
engines and radiators will have the coolant installed, then 
sealed. With pressure on the coolant manufacturers, it is 
expected that this coolant will be permitted to remain in 
a sealed engine for five years. 

I am not arguing strongly for liquid cooled engines, be- 
cause we have trouble. Radiators are complicated and are 
constant troublemakers. Then there is constant trouble 
with hoses, belts, thermostats, water pump seals. So, I 
believe that a properly designed direct air cooled engine 
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can be operated with less attention than the liquid cooled 
engine. 

Unfortunately the Chevrolet Corvair engine is needlessly 
complicated. It has just too many parts. Yet, it is proving 
daily that direct air cooling is truly satisfactory. 

As we look down the road, we can see vehicles operating 
100,000 miles without servicing. The major problems facing 
us and preventing us from reaching this objective are: 

a. Brakes 
. Automatic Transmissions 
Tires 
Ignition, Spark Plugs, Points, Wires 
Oil Seals 
Shock Absorbers 
g. Batteries 

You will note that I have omitted engines. We have truck 
engines capable of operating 250,000 miles before any over- 
hauls are needed. Many passenger cars in police or taxi 
work have records of 125,000 miles without necessitating 
overhaul. Yes, engines are further ahead than most com- 
ponents of either cars or motor trucks. 

It is interesting that every automobile manufacturer in 
the United States has quality programs in effect so the 
customer will have the best vehicle. In fact, as we look 
ahead we see less service work—the vehicles are built 
better and only needed service is being sold. In the past too 
much service, just to sell service was a common situation. 

No doubt as you have read my comments you have gained 
the opinion that Doman is an inconsistent person—a man 


moans 


who criticizes the past and has little optimism for the 
future as far as engines are concerned. I can say that my 
remarks about the Otto Cycle are shared by the majority 
of engineers, and as a group all we can offer is high com- 
pression ratios with the accompanying increase in Thermal 
efficiency. All of us admit that an electric motor can be de- 
signed with efficiency of about 90 per cent, but a satis- 
factory means of supplying the electricity must be 
developed. Batteries as we now build them just can’t do the 
job. But, there is more activity along this line than ever 
before. As you dream, can’t you picture a car with an 
electric motor, perfectly smooth in operation, accompanied 
by an electric brake which would last forever as there 
would be nothing to wear out? 

Iam often asked, possibly jokingly, what type of car 
would I design if the Franklin Company was in operation 
in 1962 for the 1964 model. This question, indeed, is tough 
to answer. But, to be brief, I would suggest a 115” wheel- 
base car weighing 1,800 pounds, with a good look at full 
elliptic springs, because the car must ride even better than 
the Series 19 Franklin. It would be powered with either a 
six cylinder inline or V-8 engine, developing 150 horse- 
power with 14:1 compression ratio, located in the rear wij 
the engine direct air cooled. I would be forced to contin 
with the inefficient Otto Cycle, so I could continue to write 
stories for you good members on our inefficient engines, 
which throw away so much of our gasoline investment in

The miles (trip) 
figure is exact as have made this check on measured mile, but 
its in town and “time” can’t be counted due to traffic. On the 
readings I sent you “on blocks” I didn’t hold right on exact 
RPM but approximate—the nearest 100 as I do not like to rev 
a “free” engine over 2000, and on blocks its very close to a no 

) load condition. On the road, tho, it shows exactly 2000 at 60 
MPH, 2500 at 75 MPH, 1700 at 50 MPH etc. 

“Sure attracts attention on freeway, rolling along with all five 
lanes—65-70, no strain. 30 years old and asking no quarter from 
anyone...its good for 55 in second and not exceed 3100. 

# “You mentioned the piston speed being “dreadful” on the 
Franklin and so nice on the V-W, reminds me of the aircraft en- 
gineeers using the slip stick system on the bumble bee, finding 
that its dimensions, power etc., made it impossible for it to fly. 
The bee, of course, not having this knowledge just flew anyway! 
“Another “impossible” situation, engineering wise, was the 
calculated data that 160 miles per hour was the “absolute tops” 
in possibilities of the 4 mile standing start. The back yard boys 
hadn’t taken the time to figure this—so, they are past the 203 
MPH for the 14 mile standing start! So much for that ’cept I’ve 
never known of a Franklin breaking a crankshaft, and all of us 
I believe, have seen V-W “two piece cranks”, slow piston speed 
and all. Don’t see that Carl and the Boys missed it too much, 
they knew better than to hang the fate of the car on a fan belt!”
